The city of Decatur scion is to have 
an arc light on every corner m the 
'• 
•* zoridp^itial-sections, ae- 
eftfdirig to the provisions of a new 
lighting contract sanctioned by the 
mayor and council and the Alabama 
Power company at a meeting of the 
council Thursday evening. 
The con­ 
tract now will go to the city attor­ 
ney for legal review and if approved 
wtR be placed in effect immediately. 
The contract provides for a com­ 
plete re-arrangement o i the lighting 
system. 
Lamps of 100 candle power 
will be placed on all of the residen­ 
tial streets east of Washington street 
and Ninth avenue, except Bank and 
Railroad streets. On the latter thor­ 
oughfares lamps of 200 candle power 
will be placed. 
The negotiations 'for the lighting 
contract have extended over a period 
of some years. 
The new lighting system will cost 
the city of Decatur approximately 
$75 a month more than the present 
system and it is said, will cost the 
Alabama Power company about $3,000 
to install but officials of the city and 
the company were of the opinion that 
it would be much more satisfactory 
to the citizenship at large. 
The members of the council today 
were to make an inspection tour, vis­ 
iting many of the points at which 
new lights will be installed and to 
ascertain just where they will be lo­ 
cated in order to render the greatest 
service. 
If the contract is given the legal 
endorsement of the city attorney U 
is understood the 
power 
company 
plans to begin the installation of poles 
and lines within then ext few weeks 
and Unes wthin the next few weeks 
would be burning before the arrival 
of winter.
